“world policeman and crusader,” 
having come. to realise the limitations 
of its own power. 

Europe, taken on as a ward during 
the crusading days, has come of age, 
even though it may not have devoloped 
in quite the way its guardian had in 
mind. 

It is felt to be a rival, a competitor, 
a new centre of power, Can the 
nine-menıber Common Market really do 
itself justice in this role, a role, 
moreover, in which it would . oc- 
caslonally like to see itself? . 

This country has often been rated an 
economic giant but a political dwarf, 
and this applies equally well to the 
Common Market. It lacks not only’ the 
wherewithal . but also the stratogic 
hinterland : needed by ' a military 
superpower.

But what practical solution could the 
experls in Bonn have put forward for 
combatting the white menace, Should 
phosphates in washing powders be 
anned altogether, as the Canadian 
government has just done? Should a tax 
be levied on phosphates to help pay for 
the filtration equipment teeded to 
protect waterways? 

Should more attention be paid to 
possible alternatives to phosphates in 
detergents such as the citrates that have 
recently been used successfully by a firm 
in Sweden? 1 

Or should Interior Minister Hlans- 
Dietrich Genscher's stuıggestion of last 
December in the Bundestag be put into 
practice obliglng manufacturers of washing, 
powders to declare on tho packets the 
formula of thelr product. 2 

The results of this meeting were 
disappointing, It . did nothing towards 
helping legislators In their fight against 
the menace of detergents, The over- 
wheliming concluslon reached by: the 
experls was thal nothing could or should 
be done. ۶ 

At. least there will be nothing speedy 
and nothing drastic done in this direction. 
There will be no bans, no laxes and 

robably no enforcement of secret 
Formulas on to packets. The only 
inıprovement ~ and tlıat a long-termt alm — 
is that in the long run there should be more 
and better filtration exuirment installed. 

This filtration cquipment will lave to 
cope with phosplıates from nrany sources.: 
In fact only thirty to Forty per cenl of 
the phosphates over-fertilizing our water- 
ways come from washing-maclhine outlet 
pipes. The remainder may come from 
toilets or from agricultural fertilizers 
washed into rivers. 

To say that more and better filters 
must be installed is a very expensive 
suggestion, and moreover one that will 
not provide immediate help for those 
waterways most badly threatened suclı as 
Lake Constance. 

Filtration will be the ideal answer when 
the millions il will cost lıave been 
budgeted for and when someone has 
come up wilh an answer to the question 
of what is to be done with the waste 
products from the filtration process. 


It would be much clıeaper and more 
immediate to introduce a law stating the 
maximum amount of phosphates to be 
allowed in washing powders, and forcing 
manufacturers to state how much of this 
damaging product is in their powder,

Since then State-nın insurance schemes 
hare had to cover tlie costs of treating 
mentally-dependent patients even if the 
complaints caused by alcolıol abuse lave 
HOt yet come to the surfice, 

Unfortunately, alcoholics are rarely 
treated at such an early stage. They 
conceil their real condition front buth 
themselves and the worlıl around them as 
long as possible ùs ihey usually expect 
society to pass moral condemnation and 
tot provide therapeutic help. 

Until recently this was ulso true uf 
docters and specialists, The treatment of 
alcohols has therefore rarely heen 
sllecessful in the past. 

Sucial rejeetion Fores the patient to 
buill up û delfenec syslent, leading him to 
fuvent new excuses for lils drinking habits 
and tO suppress tlhe idea thut he could be 
an alcoholic. 

Unlike other diseases, alcoholism can 
rarely he detected at an eurly stage and 
treutinent does not connience until the 
ikohulic is s0 mined physically and 
sxially that the strain of his addiction 
has roken down his detenee s Stem.
